dozo of New York. 


Frankfurter 
has had a long 
legal background. His chief spon- 
sor on Capitol Hill was Senator 
Norrls (Ind-Neb), one 
of 
the 
leading liberals in congress. 


Frankfurter, 
who is 06 years 
old and a native of Vienna, for- 
mer Austria, has been law pro- 
lessor at Harvard since 
1914.

velt has made to the tribunal. 


If confirmed by the senate, he 
ill succeed 
Justice 
Cardozo, 
..'ho died July 9, after a long ill-

Chairman Plttman (D-Nev.) of 
he senate foreign relations com- 
r.lttee interpreted a portion of 
ho president's annual message as 
an invitation to congress" to re- 
vamp the act, but he said there 
IBS been no suggestion as to the 
'orm the revision should take. 
There were signs that any atr 
tempt to repeal the law would 
meet with strong senate resist- 
ance, 
"The American

;hat law," said Senator Nye (R- 
tnd). "It was legislation to keep 
this country out of other people's . 
wars. I don't believe that any 
force can repeal It." 


The neutrality law directs the 
president to prohibit export of 
arms to warring nations. A "cash

provision gives him 


power to limit shpmcnts of sup- 
plies to those bought for cash and 
transported In vessels of tho pur- 
chasing nation.

ILLS OF RAILROADS 


OFFERED BY ICC 


WASHINGTON, Jan. S.— 
The Interstate commerce commis- 
sion told congress today that the 
railroad problem cannot be solved 
like a cross-word puzzle. 
It blames the carriers' situation 


chiefly on increased competition 
in transportation and said: 
"The government has no maglo 


which enablhs it to sweep back 
tho tido of economic change and 
reverse the result." 
The long, academic report offer, 
ed no specific solution for tho 
railroad problem. It defended the 
ICC type of governmental organi- 
zation and. voiced a sharp warn- 
ing against politics In utility reg- 
ulation. 
"Domination or influence of the 
regulatory body of either the ex- 
ecutive or legislative branch of 
tho government is certain to bring 
It within tho political sphere with 


results unfortunate* ..If notri'd!|sa-- 
trous," the report .nald.

The report voiced opposition to 
the "two extreme points of' view" 
regarding railroad consolidations 
and co-ordinations—forced consoli- 
dation of the roads into one or 
several systems, n the one hand,, 
and leaving Initiative wholly with 
the railroads, on the other.

readily by methods now available, 
but It can bo circumvented, It was 
pointed out. Instead of planting 
susceptible trees and shrubs, Dr. 
Ezeklel urges Tcxnns 
to 
plant 
some of these that 
ha.-e been 


found by tests at the Texas Agri- 
cultural Expjcrlmcnt Station to 
ba resistant. For example, rather 
than planting Chinese 
elm 
or 
chlnaberry trees In places where 
root rot Is prevalent, the .rerlst- 
ant llveoak, hackberry or syca- 
more can be used. Instead of 
privet or other susceptible shrubs, 
pomegranate, agarlta, shrubby blue 
sage or yaupon should be used for 
hedges, 
. 
. 
The root-rot disease Is caused 
by a fungus, called Phymatotrl- 
chum omnlxorem, which Is able to 
attack the roots of many differ- 
ent kinds of plants. This fungus 
grows along the roots of the plantsi 
makes the roots decay and spreads 
underground to the roots of neigh- 
boring plants. 
, 
Home or landscape gardeners or 


nurserymen who are interested In 
learning the relative resistance of 
plants to the root-rot disease can 
obtain from the Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station at College Sta- 
tion a copy of Bulletin 527, which 
elves "A rating of plants with 
reference to their relative resist- 
ance or susceptibility to Phymato- 
trlcum root rot" for more than 
2000 species of plants.
